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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that Kang fails to teach the use of 
tungsten (W) as the bulk deposition layer. Applicant argues that the final rejection's reliance upon page 6, lines 13+ of Kang to teach the 
use of a W bulk layer is in en-or. It is admitted that an Al bulk layer is taught, but the reference to a W-CVD chamber Is not a bulk layer but 
POSSIBLY a conductive layer [16] that is formed under the banier layer. The examiner asserts that it could also POSSIBLY be a bulk 
layer. Further, as noted in the response to arguments section of the final rejection, one of ordinary skill in the art would implicitly know that 
the W-CVD chamber could be used as the bulk deposition layer because W bulk deposition layers are more than well-known in the art, as 
taught in Kang, US Patent 6,197,683 (W plug [70] of figure 9A & page 1. lines 36+); Kang. US Patent 6,287.965 (W electrode [220] of 
figure 7D & page 9. lines 5+); and applicanfs own specification (page 3, paragraphs [0005]-[0007]). 
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
